“ Magnetism is a similar term, which 
does not mean anything to the scien­ 
tist. Two pieces of steel limy have ex­ 
actly tile same structure as far as sci­ 
ence can determine, and yet one may 
contain magnetic quantity and Ha* oth­ 
er br without it, or tim two may con­ 
tain the same amount of magnetic 
quantity and have different magnetic 
intensity.

the words electricity and magnetism 
suggest to the scientist."
